like number. Whena Man of War, or Merchant-Man of ancther 
| Nation, or of our own, Salute any of Their Majeſties Ships, he is to ' 
be anſwered by Twoleſs ; when any of the Captains of Their Maje- | 
ſties Ships ſhall have occaſion to Salute any of Their Majeſties Caſtles, - Þ 
he is to give Two Guns leſs than they are directed to give upon Salu- 
ting their Adnuiral, or Commander in Chief, as aforeſaid. Which 
Rules being principally intended for time of Peace, you are to take no-
